Instead of arresting them 


as was the pattern Monday, 
police grabbed the signs and 
dispersed the children.

Negroes gathered in a park 
across the street. 


Bolted 


The crowd suddenly bolted 


toward the downtown" area, 
taking.police by surprise. 


Traffic jammed and t h e 


licarl of Birmingham turned 
into a teeming, confused mass 
of spectators and d e m o n- 
strators. The Negroes would 
form up quickly, march and 
sing; officers would turn them 
in another direction. 


After about half an hour of 


this, Ihe demonstration ap- 
peared lo have broken up and 
Negroes began drifting back 
to the church. 


Another huge crowd formed

Impatient 


The crowd in the park grew 


impatient and the atmosphere 
became charged with t e n- 
sion. Police hustled up 4 fire 
trucks, including two equipped 
w i t h high pressure w a t e r 
equipment. 


Meanwhile, hundreds more 


Negroes suddenly reappeared 
in the downtown area and re- 
sumed their previous antics. 
. One group was herded into 
•an alley where they stomped 
their feet and clapped-' their 
hands, chanting: "I wanna go 
lo jail." 


Taunted 


Back at the park, the crowd 


taunted police: "Bring on the 
w a t e r . . . bring on the 
dogs," they yelled. 


Police obliged. 
Rocks flew through the air 


as firemen hosed down t h e 
demonstrators. 


Six policemen w e r e hurt. 


Extent of their injuries was 
not determined Immediately 
although one man received a 
broken shoulder, officers said. 


Two Negroes were struck by 


a water hose which slipped 
from a fireman's hand. They 
were not hurt seriously. 


Call Dogs 


Dogs were called into ac- 


tion at one point to put down 
a minor side uprising. 


At the height of the activi- 


ties, Wallace announced .in 
Montgomery t h a t he was 
sending In the state police at 
the request of Police C o m- 
missioner Eugene Connor. 


As the situation worsened, 


Negro leaders borrowed po- 
lice megaphones and urged 
the crowd to disperse. "Go 
home. You are not helping 
our cause," they said. 


Riot Wagon 


Ten carloads of highway pa- 


trolmen rolled up to the park. 
Birmingham 
p o l i c e had 


moved in their riot w a g o n 
which is equipped with tear 
gas, shotguns and submarine 
guns. 


The crowd dispersed slowly. 
The Rev. Andrew Young, a 


desegregation leader, said the 
charges on the downtown area 
were not planned. 


He said the plans were for 


smaller groups of placard-car- 
rying Negroes to march in 
front o£ downtown stores.

Many long years ago the Pawnees 


peacefully cultivated the productive Plalto 
River valley. The Cheyennes ,to the west 
leveil the soil and rivers, loo, and all kept 
their distance from the Sioux hunters and 
warriors who claimed the rich buffalo lands 
of the Sandhills. Life really wasn't simple 
then because the Indians had a great many 
problems but it was a little less complex 
than it is today. 


* • From a s p r a w l i n g territory that 


spawned French and Spanish trade with 


the Indians came the 
raw state of Nebraska 
and it bridged the na- 
tion as it bridged the 
great gulf that existed 


between the 
Indian 
and white man's 


civilization. From the devastation of floods 
it has wrought tremendous reclamation 
projects and thousands upon thousands of 
acres of irrigated land. From soil with a 
limited capacity and human means of little 
knowledge has come a ten-fold increase 
ih productivity because we learned to re; 
pjenish the land and to cultivate our seed 
and our farming practices.

When the earth was scourged with 


hordes of grasshoppers, it brought despair 
but it also hewed a character, ft was a 
character touched, with tenacity in over- 
coming the adversity of the elements, with 
the will and strength of purpose that drove 
traders over the Sanle Fc Trail and pio- 
neers over the.Oregon Trail, with a spirit 
of adventure that tamed (he Sandhills and 
witli a serenity gleaned from clear, cold 
streams, the Pine Ridge, ferlile valleys and 
endless prairie. 


It was prairie land where the grass 


grew tall, and still does, and valleys that 
could feed a large part of this nation all 
by themselves if they were called upon Lo 
do so. It is land that has given forth of oil, 
has provided us with electric energy and 
has sustained fine cities.

In the nearly 100 years of our official 


history as a state, we have seen many 
changes and we have_ much in which to 
take pride. We have had our share of 
statesmen, of writers and other artists, 
of industrialists, of educators and many oth- 
ers. And anyone who thinks for a minute 
that we have now seen the end of the line 
just lacks the capacity to comprehend 
the times. There is none who can say in 
specific detail exactly where it is Nebras- 
ka will be going in the years ahead but 
there really is no question that it will be 
forward and to better things, as the state 
and its people have always done in the 
past. Could it really be any other way with 
a state that can boast of the heritage that 
is ours? 


But every now and then we can ex- 


pect to get confused. It is easy to lose your

perspective when you become loo confined 
with (he problems und rhullenges of Ihc 
moment. Take, for instance, the comment 
of the Duwsou County Herald on the issue 
uf dog-ruuiiig for Nebraska. "Many Ncbnis- 
kims " said the llerulil, "were rudely jolt- 
ed this |>us( week by the dog-niciug issue 
und I lit' revenue committee's approving uc.- 
lioii. More rude jolts urc in store If they do 
not become cognizant of the fuct that more 
important things ure ut slake than a few 
added liix dollurs." Certainly there Is more 
at slake than a few tax dollars, be they in 
any form that might be the caprice of our 
Legislature and In any reasonable amount. 
What Is at stake is a way of life, a spark 
of greatness that has marked this cen- 
tury of Nebraska's being. 


We wonder what the early settlers 


would have said if someone had proposed, 
for one-tenth of one per cent of what they 
owned, to give their children an education 
that would equip them handsomely to make 
-'a way of life far better and farm more 
constructive than their parents could ever 
have hoped for? But that is about the aver- 
age paid by Nebraska taxpayers for the 
University of Nebraska. 


We wonder what these settlers might 


have said to a four-lane hard-surfaced high- 
way that could transport them across Hie 
slate in a day as compared to the 15 miles 
or so they made over a dusty trail? Along 
the path succeeding generations have trav- 
eled, they did provide these things as best 
they could. 


And now it is the turn of the present 


generation. It will not say that the level 


of education today is 
adequate, that trans- 
portation needs no im- 
provement, that medi- 
cine will advance no' 


further, that crop yields will remain static, 
that our natural resources shall have no 
more attention or that the needy must go 
unattended. It will not be said by them 
any more than the pioneers were satisfied 
with their sod huts or log cabins, their in- 
adequacy to deal with the elements, their 
short life expectancy, their limited knowl- 
edge and the physical hardship of their ex- 
istence. 


They sacrificed that all these things 


could be changed for the better and that 
is the kind of challenge we face. Not by 
the size of our bank accounts* when we die 
or our tax rates will we be judged, but 
rather, by the state and way of life we 
pass on lo our children. Nebraska's heri- 
tage is not stagnation, but a vibrant, liv- 
ing and enthusiastic dedication to a better 
way of life tomorrow. We have the pur- 
pose; we have the capacity. We need only 
find the way, as men have always had to 
do.

The NLRB Ruling 


The Teamsters'Union has appealed a 


ruling by the National Labor Relations 
Board nullifying the hot cargo provision 
contained in the labor contracts with some 
employers. 


The disputed clause has allowed the 


Teamsters to refuse to haul loads to and 
from picketed plants although the Team- 
sters themselves were not involved in the 
dispute. The NLRB has directed the union 
to haul as usual unless the issue involves 
them. 


At first glance the decision seems to be 


a hard blow to unionism, a direct thrust at 
secondary support of a strike. But there is 
more to it than that. 


Unions do not enjoy equal powers. In 


the days when coal ruled the economy, it 
took only the decision of John L. Lewis to 
bring both the coal operators and other 


unions to heel. Today a comparable power 
rests with the head of the Teamsters union. 
It can injure another union as easily as it 
can help one, if it so chooses. That is a 
dangerous privilege, reminding all unions 
dependent upon transportation to look r|iies- 
tioningiy at the Teamsters before determin- 
ing to move in their own field. That is an 
infringement on self-determination and can 
render a union subordinate to an interest 
which can give or lake away according to 
its own convenience. 


It is seldom that such decisive power 


can live long for the good of anyone. The 
behavior of the headmen of the Teamsters 
Union has convinced a great many people 
that they are not a group to be trusted with 
super power. They like the feel of it too 
well and in too many instances have used 
it to give the public the big ouch.

Instances get into the news, 
in S u f f o l k County, New 
York, the lap water came 
out foaming like beer. At

of detergents from s e p t i c 
tank effluent.

Reeves have announced that 
the reason for their introduc- 
tion of the Sunday closing 
law is to provide a common, 
day of re^t and relaxation. 
I doubt this, very seriously, 
and submit the theory that 
Iheir Irue purpose is lo elicit 
support from the lolalilarian 
"Christian" segment of-the 
electorate who are bent on 
forcing their own version of 
Christianity 'on the genera! 
public, both Christian 
and 


non-Christian. 


Common day of rest or no, 


this law is contrary to the 
spirit if not the teller of Ihe 
United Stales 
Conslilulion. 


It most certainly respects 
an establishment of religion 
and though it perhaps does 
not specifically prohibit the 
free exercise of religion, it 
does tend to make the free 
exercise of some religions 
economically unfeasible. 


These reasons 
alone are 


sufficient, in my opinion, to 
make this law unjust and un- 
constitutional. There a r e - 
more, such as the unwar- 
ranted interference with indi- 
dual freedom and the per- 
sonal hardship which pas- 
sage of this law'would work 
on a large number of citi- 
zens. 


My reasons for opposition 


to Sunday closing are two: 
first, I value my liberty and 
I am sworn to uphold the 
Constitution of the United 
States against all enemies, 
foreign and domestic. Second 
I am one of those on whom 
a hardship would be worked. 
I work a nominal 44-hour 


week, including Saturday aft- 
ernoon, with such (unpaid) 
overtime as my superiors 
dictate. My wife works a 40- 
hour week, including all day 
Saturday. Sunday is Ihc only 
day on which we can shop 
together, work on our house 
and garden, -etc. When I need 
a lool, bag of fertilizer, parts 
for my car, elc., where will 
I get them if all the stores 
are forced to close on Sun- 
day? If, through oversight or 
unexpected guests, I need 
additional food on Sunday, 
where will I get it? 


If certain persons serious- 


ly object to Sunday sales, 
let them abstain from pa- 
tronizing 
those 
businesses 


that elect to remain open on 
Sunday. If they object 
to 


working on Sunday, let them 
explain to their employers. 
I doubt that there are many 
businessmen in this state 
who would discharge a valu- 
able employe simply because 
of his deep religious convic- 
tions.

The NLRB Ruling 


The Team sters Unio n has appealed a 
ru ling by the Natio nal Labo r Relatio ns 
Bo ard nu llify ing the ho t carg o pro v isio n 
co ntained in the labo r co ntracts with so me 
emplo y ers. 
The dispu ted clau se has allo wed the 
Team sters to refu se to hau l lo ads to and 
fro m picketed plants altho u g h the Team ­ 
sters them selv es were no t inv o lv ed in the 
dispu te. The NLRB has directed the u nio n 
to hau l as u su al u nless the issu e inv o lv es 
them. 
At first g lance the decisio n seems to be 
a hard blo w to u nio nism, a direct thru st at 
seco ndary su ppo rt o f a strike. Bu t there is 
mo re to it than that. 
Unio ns do no t enjo y equ al po wers. In 
the day s when co al ru led the eco no my , it 
to o k o nly the decisio n o f Jo hn L. Lewis to 
bring bo th the co al o perato rs and o ther 


u nio ns to heel. To day a co m parable po wer 
rests with the head o f the Team sters unio n. 
It can inju re ano ther u nio n as easily as it 
can help o ne, if it so cho o ses. That is a 
dang ero u s priv ileg e, reminding all u nio ns 
dependent u po n transpo rtatio n to lo o k qu es- 
tio ning ly at the Team sters befo re determ in­ 
ing to mo v e in their o wn field. That is an 
infring ement o n self-determinatio n and can 
render a u nio n su bo rdinate to an interest 
which can g iv e o r take away acco rding to 
its o wn co nv enience. 
It is seldo m that su ch decisiv e po wer 
can liv e lo ng fo r the g o o d o f any o ne. The 
behav io r o f the headmen o f the Team sters 
Unio n has co nv inced a g reat many peo ple 
that they are no t a g ro u p to be tru sted with 
su per po wer. They like the feel o f it to o 
well and in to o many instances hav e u sed 
it to g iv e the pu blic the big o u ch. 


Resentment Fades 


A few y ears ag o the residents o f Ran­ 
do lph, Kansas, wag ed a bitter and u nre­ 
mitting w'ar ag ainst the bu ilding o f the 
g iant Tu ttle Creek dam. 
They were no t ag ainst tam ing the Blu e 
riv er o r sav ing the peo ple o f Kansas City 
fro m perio dic flo o ding . They w^ere ag ainst 
a 15,800 a c r e reserv o ir which wo u ld ex ­ 
ting u ish their belo v ed to wn. No r were they 
mo llified when a 
tho u g htfu l 
g o v ernment 
g av e them a new to wn o n hig h g ro u nd a 
mile and a half away , bu ilt new scho o ls, 
a new hig hway , pu rchased farm s at g ener­ 
o u s prices. Of the 400 residents all bu t 30 
departed. 
No w the dam is finished. The big reser­ 
v o ir has filled to its co nserv atio n lev el. 
The v ast, clear, blu e w ater m irro rs the 
delig htfu l wo o ded hills and fo r the first 
time in its ex istence the Big Blu e has be­ 
co me a tranqu il asset. 
The chang e is co ming o v er the new 
Rando lph. It is beg inning to g ro w. It has 


a fu tu re as a recreatio n reso rt that makes 
its new may o r, Haro ld Bellman, speak o f 
a fu tu re the o ld Rando lph nev er co ntem ­ 
plated. Mo .st o f the bitterness has tu rned 
to no stalg ia. Memo ries co me ro lling back 
as the o ld tim ers g aze o v er the g reat sweep 
o f water. They rem em ber o ld friendships, 
lo v ely streets, sweetness and so rro w no w 
in the realm o f nev er fo rev er. 
Bu t these mo dern day Acadians are 
finding o u t that the new streets and new 
hills and new stru ctu res are bu ilding friend­ 
ships and co mmu nal lo v eliness becau se it 
IS peo ple who fashio n su ch thing s no t lo ca­ 
tio ns. And ano ther thing has been added. 
The limitatio ns o f the o ld to wm hav e been 
disso lv ed. They hav e been replaced by the 
v isible pro mise o f an ex citing and rew ard­ 
ing fu tu re. The little to wn is finding o u t 
that destru ctiv e and co nstru ctiv e chang e 
are qu ite dissim ilar. It is a v alu able ex am ­ 
ple fo r o ther areas facing the need fo r re­ 
so u rces dev elo pment and co nserv atio n. 


New Trade School Scuttled 


No t ev ery o ne will be pleased with the 
Leg islatu re’s dispo sal by killing o f a bill 
aimed at establishm ent o f a new trade 
scho o l in N ebraska. There is u ndo u btedly 
so me m erit in the pro po sal bu t it has lacked 
a co nv incing arg u m ent to date. The issu e 
will no w be placed in the hands o f a Leg is­ 
lativ e Co u ncil interim stu dy co mmittee. 
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This sho u ld resu lt in the accu m u latio n 
o f su tficient facts to fo rm the basis o f an 
intellig ent decisio n in 1965 by the Leg isla­ 
tu re There hav e been repo rts that su ch a 
scho o l in the central part o f the stale was 
g reatly in dem and bu t the v alidity o f su ch 
repo rts has been qu estio ned. 
Taking so me o f the edg e o ff the driv e 
lo r a new scho o l is the fact that priv ate 
scho o ls in Nebraska hav e no t y et reached 
capacity , no r has the state scho o l at Mil­ 
fo rd. Mo st o f the priv ate scho o ls are no t 
centrally lo cated and Milfo rd is little better 
bu t this is no t necessarily the fu ll ex plana­ 
tio n o f their limited o peratio n. 
Milfo rd IS larg ely filled to its present 
capacity bu t has po tential fo r easv ex pan­ 
sio n. It wo u ld seem that the state wo uld 
g et the m ax im u m o u t o f the Milfo rd scho o l 
befo re it tu rned to creatio n o f a new facility 
elsewhere. .All sig ns po int to the ev entu al 
need fo r a new trade scho o l to serv e the 
central and western area o f the state bu t a 
two -y ear po stpo nement is no t likely to be 
o f g reat sig nificance. 
Of co u rse, the Leg islatu re has no t y et 
decided, either, to pro v ide fu nds fo r the 
ex pansio n o f Milfo rd bu t it will no t fail to 
do so if it ho pes to m eet its respo nsibilities. 
Bey o nd that, there wo uld be wisdo m in pu t­ 
ting o u r mo ney into pro jects that wo u ld en­ 
co u rag e the lo catio n in the state o f indu s­ 
tries that dem and the skills attained in 
these scho o ls.

It is true, mathematically, 


_that declarer is better off in 
%ie long run to play for the

than 
finesse 


when he is missing Q-x-x-x 
of a suit. However, this was 
a special case where South 
should have finessed. 


The reason becomes evi- 


dent if declarer, at the cru- 
cial point, assumes t h a t 
West started with Q-x. This 
would be the only justifica- 
tion for playing the k i n g . 


However, such an assump- 


tion is not valid because it 
would mean that West could 
not have m a d e five dia- 
monds (losing two spades 
and a heart), and this in 
turn would mean that minus 
200 points would lead to a 
bad score. 


Declarer therefore m u s t 


assume that the spades arc 
divided 3-1, and consequent- 
ly must finesse to justify the 
sacrifice bid. He is bound to 
do badly if he plays for the 
drop, and can get a good 
score only if he chooses to 
finesse.

Booming Sta rt 
Fonner P ark’s 25-day racing season at Grand Island 
draws to a close today and the 3rd City’s track certainly 
got the Nebraska horse racing season off to a booming 
start. 
Fo nner surpassed the prev io us reco rd fo r iniituel 
handles with Tuesday ’s take and any thing added to day — 
the final day —Is o nly fro sting o n an already rich cake. 
The old record of $4,150,327 was set last year the first 
time the handle had ex ceeded $4 million, but with racing 
booming as a sport in Nebraska it is unlikely that the to­ 
tal betting at Fonner will ever fall below that mark. 
And with a good turnout today the attendance total 
for the 25 dates will go over the 100,000 mark. 


Be tting Av e ra ge 
This would figure out to slightly more than an aver­ 
age of $40 bet by each paid admission to the Fonner track 
—a lofty figure when you consider that many iieople won’t 
bet more than $2 on each race, but not .so lofty when you 
stop to think of the big spenders who pull out the big wad 
each trip to the window. 
For those who came out ahead there is the natural 
satisfaction. But for those who lost there is still a conso­ 
lation. 
Racing in Nebraska, being no n-pro fit, do es a g reat 
deal to ward pro v iding funds fo r co unty fairs, sto ck sho ws 
and many o ther educatio nal benefits as well as pay ing a 
g o o dly share o f tux es. 
'The tax o n pari-tutuel betting provided approx imately 
$750,000 in revenue last year, and this year with the one 
per cent increase in tax plus the increased betting activity 
as ev idenced by the Fonner record, considerably more will 
be put into the state’s piggy bank. 


Inc re a s e d Inte re s t 
One need look no further than Fonner to note the in­ 
creased Interest in plucking 
a pound or two of silver down 
o n some pony’s nose. 
'To day ’s card clo ses o ut the 10th y ear o f racing at Fo n­ 
ner Park and the number o f racing dates has increased 
steadfly since that o pening day In 19 5 4 . And alo ng with the 
added number o f racing dates, there, o f co urse, has been 
a steady increase in the mo ney pushed thro ug h the little 
windo ws. 
The opening session at Fonner in 1954 la.sted only 13 
racing days and only $1,040,8 14 was bet. As the season was 
increased—first to 18 days and gradually to the present 
2 5 —the mutuel handle began to climb—to 
$2 million, then 
$3 million and finally last year topping the $4 million mark 
for the first time. 
Then this year came and the $4 million mutuel total 
was achieved on the 23rd day of racing Monday. 


Re c ords Fa ll 
Attendance and betting records began falling right at 
the start at Fonner this year with the 4,925 who turned out 
for the opening day to bet $229.(KK) setting records in both 
divisions for a first day. 
The o ld sing le day reco rd o f $2 71,5 19 set in 19 62 lasted 
o nly 3 day s into the 19 6.3 seaso n befo re being sno wed under 
by a mutuel handle o f $2 73,5 60 o n the first Saturday o f this 
seaso n. 
Two weeks later, on April 20, 6,69 4 racing enthusiasts 
showed up and brought plenty of money along—spending 
$299,38 6 of the filthy green stuff for a record that will last 
at least until nex t year—but don’t bet on any more than 
that. 
Ne x t 5top--Ak ~Sa r~Be n 
For those bettors who still have a few dollars left in 
the old sock, the nex t stop will be Ak-Sar-Ben which begins 
its 40-day season Friday. 
And If Sunday ’s o pen ho use attendance o f 8 ,15 0 is any 
Indicatio n, standing ro o m may be at a premium at the 
larg e Ak-Sar-Ben track. 
Lo uis Eilken, racing secretary and handicapper at the 
Omaha track, anticipates the greatest collection of Thor­ 
o ug hbreds in the history of Ak-Sar-Ben. 
So me o f the natio n’s to p stables hav e been lured by the 
$1,2 11,000 in purses and the attractio n o f a minimum purse 
o f $2 ,5 00 and a daily feature purse o f at least $5 ,000. 
The first weekend of activity at Ak-Sar-Ben offers the 
$10,000-added Beef State Handicap for 3-year-olds and up 
at 6 furlongs and the $10,000-added Ak-Sar-Ben Princess 
Handicap Saturday for 3-year-olds at 5Vz furlongs.

L o t- 
teries are common m the Old 
World and in Latin Amenca 
The potential harm is not nec- 
essaiily limited to p u b l i c 
morals; there are also eco- 
nomic considerations Unlike 
the Latin American emphasis 
on "manana", the American 
economic system stresses the 
philosophy that we as indi- 
viduals and families can get 
more and better things by 
working productively. S u c h 
motivation could, to a degree,

A bill pro |K)sing a Sunday i 
clo sing law fo r Nebraska re­ 
mained stuck in the Public 
Health

One o f the suggestio ns re­ 
ceiv ed by the co mmittee at 
the hearing o n the pro po sal 
was that retail sto res, as spe­ 
cified, be fo rced to clo se o n 
either Saturday o r Sunday . 
Co mmittee members Tues­ 
day decided they needed a 
little mo re time to co nsider 
the co ntro v ersial bill. 
One o f the largest cro wds 


o f the sessio n packed t h e 
West Senate chamber when 
the co mmittee to o k testimo ny 
fo r and against the measure. 
In o ther actio n the co mmit­ 
tee killed o ne bill and ad­ 
v anced two o thers. That left 
the Sunday clo sing bill the 
o nly o ne left in co mmittee. 
.Ax ed 4-0 was LB7 20 which 
pro po sed to grant eminent 
do main po wer to priv ate no n­ 


pro fit ho spital, cultural, edu­ 
catio nal and charitable co r- 
po ratio n.s. 
Adv anced 5 -0 was LB7 7 0. 
which pro v ides that self-pro ­ 
pelled inv alid chairs shall he 
ex cluded fro m the definitio n 
o f mo to r v ehicles. 
This bill stemmed fro m an 
incident in which a man. who 
had lo st his legs in a farm 
machinery accident, was o nce 


arrested fo r no t hav ing a 
driv er's license. 
Sent to the flo o r o n a 5 -2

One amendment rev ised the 
o riginal bill so that it wo uld

ment. 
Under the bill, the Depart­ 
ment o f Mo to r Vehicles wo uld

upo n a seco nd o r subsequent 
co nv ictio n wo uld rev o ke the 
license fo r 0 mo nths. 
After rev o catio n fo llo wing 
a seco nd o r subsequent co n­ 
v ictio n, the driv ing priv ilege 
co uld no t be reinstated until 
the o ffender gav e pro o f o f 
ability to respo nd in dam­ 
ages.
